Act, 1953, Air-India, with the previous approval of the 
Central Government, hereby maxes the following regula- 
tions, namely : — 

1. Short title and application. — (1) These regulation* 
may be called the Air-India Employees’ (Miscellaneous 
Loans) Regulations, 1966. 

(2) They shall apply to all employees of the Corpora- 
tion in India and abroad. 

2. Definitions.— In these Regulations, unless the con- 
text otherwise requires, — 

(a) “Corporation” means Air-India; 

(b) "General Manager" means the General Mana- 
ger of the Corporation; 

(c) "Employee" means a person in the service of 
the Corporation, but does not include a person 
employed on a part-time or casual basis. 

3. General Conditions. — (1) The grant of loans and 
advances under these Regulations shall be solely at the 
discretion of the appropriate authority and no employee 
shall be entitled to claim any benefit under these Regu- 
lations as a condition of service or as a matter of right. 

(2) Not more than one loan shall be granted for the 
**me purpose. 

(3) In sanctioning any loans under these Regulations, 
the sanctioning authority shall take into account the capa- 
city of the employee to repay the loan having regard to 
his monthly emoluments and his liability to reoay any 
other outstanding loans that he may have taken from the 
Provident Fund or any other source. 

(4) If any loan under these Regulations is not utilised 
for the purpose for which it is sanctioned within the spe- 
cified period or within such period as may be laid down 
by the sanctioning authority, the outstanding amount with 
interest due shall be repaid immediately, failing which it 
may be recovered by that authority in such manner as 
he may deem fit. 

4. Administrative Orders. — The General Manager may 
issue such general or special orders, not inconsistent with 
these Regulations, as he may consider necessary or desir- 
able for the full and proper administration of these Regu- 
lation*. 


5. Liability under the Provident Fund Regulations . — 
Any loan granted under these Regulations to an em- 
ployee or any part of such loan and any interest thereon, 
outstanding when the sum standing to that employee’* 
credit in his Provident Fund account becomes payable on 
cessation of his membership shall be deemed to be a 
liability incurred by the employee to the Corporation 
within the meaning, and for the purpose, of sub-regula- 
tion ( 2 ) of Regulation 22 of the Air-India Employees’ 
Provident Fund Regulations. 

6. Loans for purchase of vehicles. — (1) Subject to the 
provisions hereinafter contained, the competent authority 
may grant a loan to any employee for the purchase of a 
vehicle, such as motor car, motor cycle, motor scooter 
or bicycle, if that authority is satisfied that the posses- 
sion of such a vehicle by the employee is in the interest* 
of the Corporation, 

(2) The amount of loan shall not exceed two-third* 
of the cost of the vehicle or Rs. 15,000.00, whichever i* 
less. 

(3) Simple interest shall be charged on every such 
loan at the rate of 4J per cent per annum and shall be 
calculated on the reducing balances thereof. 

(4) The loan shall be repayable with interest in such 
number of monthly instalments not exceeding sixty as the 
competent authority may permit and such instalment* 
shall be deducted from the employees’ salary, commenc- 
ing from the month following the month in which the 
loan is paid. 

(5) An employee who is granted such a loan under 
this regulation for purchase of a vehicle shall hypothe- 
cate the vehicle to the Corporation and if so required 
by the competent authority furnish security for the full 
amount of the loan in such one or more of the following 
forms as that authority may direct, namely : — 

(a) execution of a demand promissory note for the 
amount in favour of the Corporation; 

(b) the guarantee of another permanent employee 
to the performance of the relevant terms and 
conditions of the loan; 

(c) any other security which the competent autho- 
rity may consider necessary or desirable. 

Explanation. — In this regulation, ’competent authority' 
m relation to an employee means the General Manager 
or the Head of Department in relation to that employee 
as defined under regulation 3(f) of the Air-India Em- 
ployees’ Service Regulations. 

7. Loans for meeting medical expenses. — (I) The 
Corporation may sanction a loan to an employee in such 
amounts as may be deemed reasonable, but not exceed- 
ing Rs. 15,000 for the purpose of enabling him to meet 
heavy expenditure on medical treatment for himself or 
any member or members of his family if it is satisfied 
that the circumstances justify the grant of such financial 
assistance and the General Manager may, for a like pur- 
pose, grant a loan not exceeding throe months’ basic pay 
of the employee concerned or Rs. 3,000 whichever I* 
less, 

(2) The rate of interest on such loans shall be 3 per 
cent per annum on the balance outstanding every month 
unless having due regard to the circumstances of any 
case the Corporation permits a lower rate or waives in- 
terest altogether. 

(3) The principal with interest (if any) shall be re- 
paid in monthly instalments not exceeding sixty and each 
such instalment shall be deducted from the employee’s 
salary commencing from the month following the month 
in which the loan is paid; 

Provided that in exceptional circumstances, the Corpo- 
ration or, as the case may he, the General Manager may 
permit such repayment to be made in a larger number 
of instalments or to commence after a specific period. 

(4) An employee who is granted such a loan shall 
furnish the guarantee of another permanent employee to 
the performance of the relevant terms and conditions of 
the loan and shall, if so required by the authority grant- 
ing the loan, furnish security for the full amount of the 
loan in such one or more of the following forms as that 
authority may direct, namely : — 

(a) execution of a demand promissory note for the 
amount in favour of the Corporation; 

(b) any other security which the authority may 
consider necessary or desirable. 
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8. Other personal loans. — (1) The Corporation may 
grant to an employee a loan in such amount as may be 
deemed reasonable, but not exceeding Rs. 10,000 in any 
of the following circumstances : — 

(a) to meet financial obligations arising out of any 
unforeseen circumstances which, in the opinion 
of the Corporation, merit the grant of a loan; 

(b) to repair residential accommodation or to make 
obligatory payments like payment of advance 
rental charges in regard to the acquisition of re- 
sidential accommodation; 

(c) to meet expenses in connection with technical 
or professional courses of study in respect of 
himself or his dependents; 

(d) to meet expenditure of a nature which is com- 
mercially in the interest of the Corporation; 

(e) to meet expenditure in other contingencies 
where the grant of such financial assistance i3 
according to the local law, custom or practice. 

(2) The General Manager may grant loans in any of 
the circumstances specified in clauses (b), (c), (d) or 
(e) of sub-regulation (1) upto an amount equivalent to 
three months’ basic pay of the employee, or Rs. 3,000, 
whichever is less. 

(3) Every such loan shall carry simple interest at the 
rate of 4i per cent per annum on the reducing balances. 

(4) The loan shall be repayable with interest in such 
number of monthly instalments not exceeding thirty-six, 
as the authority granting the loan may permit and such 
instalments shall be deducted from the employee’s salaiy 
commencing from the month following the month in 
which the loan is paid. 

(5) An employee who is granted such a loan shall 
furnish the guarantee of another permanent employee to 
the performance of the relevant terms and conditions of 
the loan and shall, if so required by the authority grant- 
ing the loan, furnish security for the full amount of the 
loan in such one or more of the following forms as that 
authority may direct, namely 

(a) execution of a demand promissory note for the 
amount in favour of the Corporation; 

(b) any other security which the competent autho- 
rity may consider necessary or desirable.

THE BAR COUNCIL OF INDIA 

New Delhi, the 16 th March 1966 

The Executive Committee of the Bar Council of India 
has at its meeting dated 26th February 1966 approved 
the following rules : — 

RESOLUTION No. 3/1966 (E.C.) 

RESOLVED that the following Gratuity Rules (fram- 
ed as required under Rule 11, Chapter V, Part II of the 
Rules of the Council) for the benefit of the employees of 
the Bar Council of India be and are hereby approved ; — 

Gratuity Fund Rules 

1. These rules shall be called the gratuity rules for 
the employees of the Bar Council of India. 

2. In these rules, in the absence of anything repugnant 
to the context : — 

(i) “Gratuity fund’’ shall mean the fund created 
and maintained under these rules for the pay- 
ment of gratuity to the employees of the Coun- 
cil. 

(ii) “Employer” shall mean the Bar Council of 
India. 

(iii) "Employee” shall refer to the permanent em- 
ployees of the Bar Council of India. 

(iv) “Salary” includes dearness allowance, and does 
not include any other allowance. 

3. A permanent member of the staff who has com- 
pleted three years of permanent service in the Council 
shall be paid at the end of his service, by retirement or 
otherwise, gratuity equal to 3/ 4ths of the months salary 
last drawn by the member, for each completed year of 
his permanent service. 


Provided that in no case shall the gratuity exceed the 
amount so calculated for a period of 15 months. 

Provided also that no gratuity shall be payable in the 
case of a member of the staff who has been dismissed 
for misconduct. 

4. If a permanent member of the staff who has com- 
pleted three years’ qualifying service dies while in ser- 
vice such member or members of his fam'ly as may 
have been nominated, or his heirs, and legal representa- 
tive as the case may be, shall be paid gratuity at the 
rate of 1 month’s salary for each completed year of ser- 
vice of the employee provided that the maximum amount 
payable shall not in any case exceed 3/4ths of the month- 
ly salary (last-drawn) for a period of 15 months. 

Provided that the Executive Committee may, in any 
particular case, in its discretion pay a larger sum than 
was payable to the employee not exceeding, however, the 
maximum amount that may be paid as aforesaid under 
these Rules. 

5. The Bar Council of India shall have and maintain 
a special fund called the “Gratuity Fund”. 

6. The Bar Council of India shall (a) pay to the Fund 
referred to in Rule 5 within a month from the date on 
which these rules are approved, an amount equal to 
8-1/3% of the salary ot each of the employees of the 
Council for the period of his service till the date when 
these rules come into force, and (b) also pay to the 
said Fund not latter than the 1st of May of each subse- 
quent year 8-1/3% of the salary of each employee as 
on the" 3 1st March of each subsequent year. 

7. The amount referred to in Rule 6 shall be deposit- 
ed in a separate Post Office Savings Bank Account or in 
a special account to be opened for the purpose in any 
Scheduled Bank approved by the Executive Committee. 

8. Tile Fund referred to in these Rules shall be vested 
in two Trustees one of whom shall be the Chairman of 
the Bar Council of India and the other the Vice-Chair- 
man thereof, 

9. Separate accounts shall be maintained for the Fund 
showing the amounts contributed by the Council, the 
investments made thereof, the interest accrued and the 
amount in the Fund at the end of each financial year, 
the payments made to the employees and such other 
particulars as are necessary. 

10. These Rules shall come into force on the 1st of 
March 1966.
